1 . This application is in reply to applicant's election of 7/6/2004. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claims 10 - 17 are cancelled. 

Allowed Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 9 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. 

Kim et al. (US 6,246,074 B1) teaches an LCD device comprising: a plurality of data 
pads; an LCD panel defined by a plurality of pad regions; a first shorting bar connected 
to odd numbered data pads among the plurality of data pads; a second shorting bar 
connected to even numbered data pads among the plurality of data pads. 

The prior art does not fairly teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a single test pad formed in a predetermined portion of a pad region among 
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the plurality of pad regions to apply a signal voltage.for on/off testing to the first shorting 
bar and the second shorting bar. Therefore, the claimed invention is not anticipated nor 
rendered obvious over the prior art. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Ukai et al. (US 5,068,748) teaches an active liquid crystal display device with 
improved electrostatic discharge protection. 

Heiguchi et al. (US 5,497,146) teaches matrix wiring substrates. 

Kim et al. (US 6,128,051 ) teaches a LCD shorting bar connector. 

Park et al. (US 6,287,899 B1 ) teaches a thin film transistor array for an LCD.
